Sybil Jason, the new and amaz- 
ingly talented five and a_ half 
year old baby star, was born in 
Capetown, South Africa. At three 
years old she sang beautifully, 
danced and could mimic anyone. 


Her uncle, Harry Jacobson, a 
London _ producer, visited his 
brother in South Africa and saw 
her perform. He at once sug- 
gested that she be taken to Lon- 
don and trained. 


In London Sybil made an in- 
stantaneous hit as a radio enter- 
tainer and made many recordings. 
This led to picture work, Sybil 
appearing in “Barnacle Bill,’ and 
Dance Band,” both British films. | 


Irving Asher, head of Warner 
Bros. British studios, saw one of 
her performances, made a test of 
her and brought it to America 
for Warner Bros. executives to 
look at. She was immediately 
signed up and given the stellar 
role in “Little Big Shot,’ which

Robert Armstrong was born in 
Saginaw, Mich, but moved to 
Seattle, Wash., at an early age. 
He studied law at the University 
of Washington. In his senior year 
he wrote and played in a skit 
which came to the notice of a 
vaudeville producer who offered 
him a job in the skit on his cir- 
cuit. — 

The bookings took him to New 
York where his uncle, the late 
Paul Armstrong, took him under 
his wing, giving him small roles 
in his plays. His career was in- 
terrupted by the war. Returning 
to America he road-showed in 
“The Man Who Came Back” and 
other plays. 


His biggest hit was on Broad- 
way in “Is Zat So.” It was while 
playing in this showin Los | 
Angeles that he was offered a 
movie contract, his first picture 
being “The Main Event.” | 

His more recent pictures include 
“G Men,” “Sweet Music” and 
“The Kansas City Princess.”
